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The  question  I  am  most  often  asked  by  members  is 
“How  is  the  Club  going?”  It’s  one  of  those  questions  that 
varies  from  a  throw-away  greeting  in  the  case  of  some 
members,  to  a  serious  inquiry  about  the  social  and 
financial  health  of  the  Club  by  others. 

So,  how  are  we  going?  A  bit  like  the  curate’s  egg  actually 
-  good  in  parts! 

Generally  speaking,  I  think  that  the  atmosphere  in  the 
Club  is  as  good  as  it  has  ever  been.  Members  are  happy 
with  the  facilities  available  to  them  with  the  Athletic 
Department,  the  Billiards  and  Snooker  Rooms  and  the 
dining  all  top  class  and  well  patronised.  We  seem  to 
have  more  member  functions  than  ever  and  we  are 
trying  new  ideas  as  well  while  being  realistic  about  our 
role  as  a  city  club.  If  camaraderie  is  a  benchmark  then 
we  are  doing  very  well  indeed. 

Our  membership  is  too  low  -  but  it  has  been  getting  a 
real  boost  from  the  special  deal  available  to  new  Under 
35  members.  And  we  are  making  a  serious  attempt  to 
ensure  that  new  members  are  welcomed  into  the  various 
activities  in  the  Club,  rather  than  being  left  to  their  own 
devices.  I  think  that  this  will  help  us  in  the  equally 
important  task  of  retaining  members  and  making  our 
Club  relevant  to  every  member  no  matter  what  his 
interests  are.  By  the  way,  when  did  you  last  propose  a 
new  member? 

Financially,  I  have  to  say  that  we  would  like  to  be  doing 
better.  So  far  this  year  we  are  behind  target  with  our 
functions  business.  We  shall  pick  some  of  the  shortfall 
up  in  the  December  quarter,  but  not  enough  to  get  us  to 
the  break-even  point  for  the  Club’s  operation  as  a  whole. 

If  we  do  not  make  a  profit  at  tattersalls,  it  is  most  usually 
for  one  or  more  of  three  reasons:  our  membership 
subscriptions  are  insufficient  because  member  numbers 
are  reducing;  our  functions  business  is  failing  to  produce 
enough  of  a  surplus;  or  our  operating  expenses  have 
blown  out.  Simple  as  that  really!  The  message  is  that 
individual  members  themselves  can  make  a  real  impact 
on  the  first  two  -  and  the  incentive  for  doing  so  is  a  better, 
more  vibrant  club  and  fewer  subscription  increases. 
Your  Committee  wants  to  see  a  profit  because  we  have 
a  long  list  of  projects  and  improvements,  which  we  want 
to  fund.  Things  like  even  better  equipment  in  the  gym, 
new  small  dining  rooms  (which  will  also  add  to  our 
functions  capabilities),  a  stairway  from  the  second  floor 
to  the  lobby,  maybe  a  new  sports  bar  and 
accommodation  for  members 

Meanwhile,  we  have  to  run  a  little  leaner  and  we  are 
getting  on  and  doing  that. 


We’re  going  OK  -  but  we  could  be  doing  a  whole  lot 
better!

Bill  (The  Guv’nor)  Pearce.  Retired  hotelier.  Senior  member 
of  the  tattersalls  ‘Lunchtime  Crew’ 


Where  were  you  brought  up? 

I  was  born  in  Croydon  in  Surrey  in  England. 

I  was  one  of  four  brothers  and  a  sister  from 
a  hotel-keeping  family. 

What  was  your  first  job? 

I  left  the  local  parish  school  in  the  thirties 
and  started  working  66  hours  a  week  as  a 
waiter.  I  earned  five  shillings  a  week.  I 
remember  being  clipped  over  the  ear  by 
the  head  waiter.  When  I  asked  “Why”  he 
said.  “Because  you  weren’t  carrying 
anything  from  A  to  B.  In  other  words,  I 
wasn’t  carrying  a  plate  across  the 
restaurant! 

In  London,  I  worked  in  establishments  like 
the  Dorchester  and  The  Ritz 
looking  after  people  from  King  Hussein  of 
Jordan  and  Prince  Bernhardt  of  the 
Netherlands  to  The  Shah  of  Persia. 

I  joined  the  army  in  1942  where  I  was 
assigned  to  the  Royal  Ordinance  Corps 
and  learnt  how  to  blow  things  up. 

Did  you  play  sport? 

The  usual  knock-about  cricket.  I  boxed  a 
bit  in  the  army  but  I’m  not  very  big  and 
when  the  sergeant  put  me  in  the  ring  with  a 
six  foot  giant.  I  said  “I’m  not  boxing  him!” 
“What  if  ‘e  was  a  German?”  demanded  the 
sergeant.  I  said,  “If  he  was  a  German,  I'd 
have  one  up  the  spout  and  some  steel  on 
the  end!”  I  ended  up  in  hospital  after  the 
fight  and  decided  that  my‘Rocky’  career 
was  over. 

And  after  the  war? 

I  came  out  of  the  army  and  a  chap  said, 
“Do  you  know  anything  about  engines?” 

I  said  “No.”  Next  thing  I  had  a  job  taking  the 
engines  out  of  bombers. 

Then  I  worked  in  restaurant  cars  on  the 
Southern  Railway.  In  1948  I  heard  that 
there  were  jobs  going  on  the  P&O  and 
that’s  how  I  first  came  to  Australia  -  to 
Fremantle  in  1949.  I  sailed  on  the 
‘Himalaya  and  Arcadia  and  also  the  Strath 
boats’ 

On  board,  we  had  all  kinds  of  famous 
names.  Some  outstanding  memories  were 
Tilly  DeVine,  the  Sydney  underworld  queen 
(whose  language  was  pretty  blue),  the 
Australian  cricket  team  captained  by 
Ritchie  Benaud  and  the  wife  of  a  world- 
famous  author  who  was  travelling  from  Los 


Angeles  to  Spain  to  be  with  her  boyfriend. 
She  drank  vodka  every  day  and  on  one 
memorable  occasion,  insulted  the  captain. 
But  she  didn’t  care.  She  took  a  shine  to  me 
and  said  “Why  don”t  you  come  to 
Hollywood  with  me,  Bill?”  I  was  courting 
Joan  my  future  wife  at  the  time  -  I  was 
terrified! 

When  did  you  finally  settle  down  in 
Australia? 

I  met  my  wife  in  1963  on  board.  She  had 
been  an  opera  singer  with  Sadlers  Wells 
Opera  and  was  emigrating  to  Australia.  I 
stayed  sailing  for  another  year  to  save 
some  money,  then  took  my  discharge  from 
the  ‘Arcadia’  in  London  and  returned  to 
Australia  as  a  fare  paying  passenger. 

How  did  you  become  one  of  NSW’s  top 
hoteliers? 

When  I  arrived  in  Australia,  we  thought 
we’d  open  a  bed  and  breakfast.  Someone 
said  “You  ought  to  get  into  a  pub.”  and 
referred  me  to  a  broker.  They  put  me  into  a 
hotel  out  in  Temora  -  all  wheat  and  sheep  - 
it  was  the  only  pub  still  with  a  hitching  rail 
outside.  I  didn’t  know  that  it  was  known  as 
the  ‘graveyard  of  publicans’.  We  worked  25 
hours  a  day,  eight  days  a  week.  The  order 
from  the  regulars  in  those  days  was  “Give 
me  a  middy  and  the  change  of  a  quid  ‘till 
next  week.”  What  that  meant  was  that 
you'd  give  them  a  beer,  plus  the  cash  to 
make  up  a  pound,  enter  the  loan  in  the 
book  and  cross  it  out  when  they  paid  you 
back.  We  weren’t  just  the  pub,  we  were 
also  the  bank. 

Our  customers  were  roustabouts, 
shearers,  a  one-  legged  drover  with  twelve 
dogs  -  real  bush  characters.  We  stayed 
there  for  two  years.  When  we  left,  there 
were  about  thirty  people  in  the  bar  to  see 
us  off.  I  nearly  cried. 

Then  you  came  to  Sydney? 

“Yes,  I  had  the  ‘Macquarie’  hotel  in 
Wentworth  Avenue  where  I  had  all  the 
police;  the  Vice  Squad,  the  Consorting 
squad,  Fraud  squad. ..then  Harry  Hickling 
the  racehorse  owner  sold  me  the 
‘Greenwood  Tree’  opposite  the  Barracks.  I 
used  to  get  all  the  Vietnam  fellows.  I  sent 


One  of  lifes  great  storytellers,  the  natty  Guv’nor 
in  his  element  behind  the  bar 

six  dozen  glasses  to  Vietnam  etched  with 
“From  the  Guv’nor  of  The  Greenwood 
Tree”.  One  of  the  soldiers  told  me  that  they 
had  to  put  a  guard  on  the  Mess  to  stop 
Americans  souveniring  them.  Next  I  had 
the  ‘Crown’  in  Cleveland  Street  (the  ‘Crown 
was  the  home  of  the  police  pipe  band  and 
the  drum  major’s  son  is  now  a  tattersalls 
member),  then  ‘Dick’s’  in  Balmain.  But  the 
drink  driving  laws  came  in  and  the  bottom 
dropped  out  of  the  market.  So  I  bought  a 
small  hotel  in  Waterloo  that  had  been 
owned  by  Alan  Bond  who’d  emigrated  on 
my  ship  the  ‘Himilaya’  when  he  was  12 
years  of  age. 

Now  I’m  retired  and  live  at  Rose  Bay.” 

Who  would  you  most  like  to  have  lunch 
with? 

“The  same  four  friends  I  spend  most 
lunchtimes  with  in  the  corner  of  the 
tattersalls  bar.  We’ve  been  called  ‘The 
Lunchtime  Crew”  by  the  staff  -  there’s  Tony, 
Arthur,  David  and  Adrian.  We’ve  been  a 
lunchtime  fixture  for  ages.  I  was  very 
touched  when  the  club  recently  held  a 
special  lunch  for  us  in  recognition  of  our 
regular  contribution  to  the  bar’s 
profitability.” 

Bill,  you  look  far  younger  than  84. 
What’s  the  secret? 

“I’ve  got  a  wonderful  wife,  Joan.  And  I’ve 
got  wonderful  children  in  Michelle,  Ainslie, 
Colin  and  Kevin.  I  can’t  believe  I’m  in  my 
eighties.  Inside,  I  feel  about  forty,  so  when 
I’m  out  walking  I  think:  “You’re  forty  today.” 
and  I  walk  like  a  forty  year  old. 

The  other  thing  is  scotch.  I’ve  drunk  it  all 
my  life.  In  the  pub,  my  scotch  was  always 
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
